During  this  whole  time,  devoted  fans,  affectionately 
known  as  Jekies,  supported  the  show  by  seeing  it  multiple  times  and 
knowing  more  about  it  than  many  of  the  creators  involved  did.  A  full 
concept  recording  and  original  Broadway  cast  recording  were  also  created. 
The  Broadway  production,  which  closed  recently,  played  to  packed  houses 
for  much  of  its  run  with  the  likes  of  Robert  Cuccolli,  Bob  Evans,  Jack 
Wagner,  Sebastion  Bach  and  even  David  Hasselhoff  in  the  tide  role.  Now 
we  have  our  cast  of  strong  performers  who  certainly  do  justice  to  the  show. 

As  some  of  you  may  have  pondered,  how  can  students  continue  to 
fund  musical  productions  on  campus  all  year  long?  We  raise  money  from 
individuals,  local  businesses,  grant  makers  and  donors  of  all  levels.
